Well, for me this was the first _real_ test of the K2, and it certainly 
did all I had hoped for. The small number of Q's was due to the fact 
that I had limited time to operate, and spent all that time in S&P mode 
trying to avoid duplicate countries. 


Ended up after abt 4 hours total, with 41 qso's, 34 Countries in 29 
Zones. Notables were OH, KH7, KL7, 9G5, CN8, CE3, EA9, ZS6, T32, ZM2 
and athe usual JA's. I even heard TA3, IK2, and the Russians but 
couldn't get an answer. Taiwan was in there, too. 


I used TRLog, and kept the speed at 26-29 wpm most of the time. Any 
slower and I couldn't break a pileup, and any faster didn't get an 
answer. Ears were working up to abt 35 wpm, but above that the internal 


noise blanker just shut ‘em down, :-) 


What a rig! I never had the gain turned up past 9:00 position, used FL3 
most of the time, and it still heard most everything out there. The 
front end in phenomenal....many stations would have broken the needle of 
an analog meter, but the rig just hung in there. 


Wayne, Eric and crew: You've done an outstanding job on this rig, and 
it's a pleasure to use. Thanks much. You've raised the bar for rig 
designers. 


I'll take 34 countries toward QRP DXCC any weekend....this was fun.

I don't 
remember the nr, and can only tell you it was ALSO a little differently 
shaped on the ends (used some aluminum foil to cure that.) Didn't harm or 
kill it-and I used the 'wrong' battery for YEARS-but of course, your results 
may vary!

Gang, 


Has anyone that has built the 2N2/40, or are in the process of building 
it had any problems with the balanced mixer circuit being somewhat deaf. 
This is what I'm looking at: after building the diode balanced mixer, 
matching the diodes very carefully, and trying to get everything right. 
When it came time to test this circuit, I generated a signal with my kK2 
at 7.050, the 2N2/40 heard this signal and passed it on to the general 
coverage receiver that was tuned to the 4.915 i.f£. of the 2N2/40. 

I believe, if I read it right from the book that after peaking the input 
trimmers TC1 & TC3 for the strongest signal, I should now be able to 
tune the 40 mtr band with the VFO of the 2N2/40,and be able to hear it 
on the general coverage receiver. I heard the K2 signal just 
fine....very loud as a matter of fact, but no signals are heard when I 
hook the outside antenna to the antenna input on the 2N2/40, and yes I 
made sure that I heard signals when the antenna was hooked up to the K2, 
so I know that it wasn't an antenna or coax problem. 

Any help would be appreciated.

Hi Tim....sorry to hear that you are having problems with your 2N2/40, 
but we'll figure it out and get it running. 


First off, I'm going to refer to the layout drawing on page 23 of the 
Winter QRPp, so get that out for reference. 


First question, Do you have POT5 wired in, and if so, is it all the 
way up, or fully clockwise? If not, the signal will be severely 
attenuated. 


Question two, did you add the missing connection from T1, wire 4 
over to the pad with the junction of C1 and C2? If not, then 

no signal is getting to the second tuned filter circuit, and the 
first tuned circuit isn't complete, as the input toroid is not 
completely wire in. 


Question three, do both input circuits tuned with TC1 and TC3 actually 
peak, and are there two peaks on a 360 degree rotation of either 

TC1 or TC3? If there aren't two peaks, then T1 and T2 need to have 

a turn or two removed, so that they actually peak at nominally 7 MHz. 


Question four, do you have Vcc applied to wire VCC9, so that the 
r.f£. amplifier is operating? If the r.£. amp is unpowered, the 
receiver is quite deaf. 


Question five, what is the r.f. drive level from the VFO to 
the DBM on wire W8? It needs to be about 2 volts peak-to-peak 
to properly drive the DBM. 


Question six, did you wire up the DBM and diodes correctly? Recheck 


the wiring and make sure the diodes are actually wired anode to cathode 
in a ring, and make sure T4 and T5 are wired correctly to opposite 
corners of the diode ring. 


Finally, go back over what you have built and make sure that all of 
the connections that are supposed to be there at this point are 
really there. An open emitter on Q1, or a missing C2, etc. 

all can cause severe sensitivity problems. 


Let me know what you find with respect to any or all of the 
questions which I posed.

Hi Gang, I was up Early on Thanksgiving morning and searching 
for the 5 mW beacon at 0730 AM Local time (Northern California) 
and quickly discovered the QRM from calling stations made this 
Beacon Hunt impossible. 


So on a whim, I answered CQ's from the 50 Watt station, 
HL1DH and had a nice 7 minute chat to SEOUL KOREA! It has 
been a while since I sought any DX and with 5 Watts I was 
elated to QSO with Rim. He was indeed happy to actually 
chat for a while so I'm sending the card out. Got the address 
already. 


After a nice WSN-40 Net gathering on Saturday, we did a little 
XMAS shopping Sat/Sunday. Then Sunday evening found me sprinting 
from the dinner table as I realized suddenly that the net started 
in 5 minutes! An I'm net control! Whew, made it. Had about 9 
check-ins and this continues to be a great start for the Norcal 
net. 


On Saturday I had had a marathon QRQ practice session with Bob/N6WG 
from 28 to 32 WPM. We were both most comfortable at 30 WPM and 
after 2 Hours and 10 minutes were pretty much spent. I found that 
the hardest part is not so much sending as it is having something 
to send! At these speeds, and particularly during ragchews instead 
of contests, one needs to have the next 3 or 4 words ready and 
available in the brain or you can lose your rythm. This will come 
with practice and is exactly the phenomenon I expected to be 
working to improve on. 


Oh, during the QRP Norcal net I did mention the QRQ practice and 
Randy/K7TQ and Wayne NB6M, as well as Gody/AC6UV offered up a 4 way 
QRQ chat on 7040 Khz. After a quick chat with Allan/K7GT at decent 
speed, I dropped down to 7040 looking for the QRQ participants. 


Unfortunately the QRM was terribly awful and I couldn't find K7TQ 
who was about 439 on the quiet portion of the band. I dropped 
down to 7039 and it sounded good enough. Gody/AC6UV and I were 
just getting started when Wayne/NB6M found us after his frantic 
search. We had a ball! No pretentiousness. We started at 28 
WPM and ran it up a notch after every couple of rounds. At 32 
WPM I found I needed to add some extra spacing to send nicely. 
Hopefully the reflexes will soon catch up and I can tighen it 

up so it is less farnsworth and the thruput is at the 32 WPM 
rate. We had a ball. The approach now being to pick an activity 
you did and describe that. It's a little easier than trying to 
analyze and respond to what the last guy was saying. But we 

did actually answer some of eachother's questions. 


It was fantastic. One note, Bob/N6WG and I were treated to 
an excellent side effect. After running 32 WPM, 28 WPM 
operating was a piece of cake! 


I had an idea, perhaps we'll set up a session after the Norcal 
net on Sundays down at 7039 KHz. Starting at 18 WPM and go up 

2 WPM each round until we peter out. Or start at the lowest 
common speed suggested. Maybe a nice 50 Word paragraph that will 
be passed along at 18 WPM and then we go round-robin.

I am contemplating a shortened halfwave antenna as follows: 


-a high impedance feedpoint (parallel C&L) coupled to a short wire "end" 
segment (say 0.05 wavelength), a loading coil (inductive reactance of 2400 
ohms),a further wire "center" segment, a second loading coil (the same as 
the first loading coil), and a third wire "end" segment (say 0.05 
wavelenth) (the o same length as the first end segment). 


My idea is, in essence, to take two center-loaded "shortened" quarter wave 
antennas attached to each other end to end at their normal feedpoints, 
which would now look like a "shortened" halfwave dipole, and feed this 
dipole from one (high impedance) end as you would a regular (i.e. full 
length) halfwave dipole. 


This would then have the center segment (between the two loading coils) as 
a high current area for good radiation, an overall shorter length antenna 
(for say 40 meters hung from a tree branch -- 0.2 wavelengths in physical 
length but a half wavelength electrically), and a high impedance feed point 
at the end which would not require a great earth ground to maintain good 
efficiency. 


I've had trouble modelling this with ELNEC -- first, the lower end of the 
halfwave appears to have to be placed ON the ground, or I cannot get a 
source located there. Secondly, I do not know what impedance to use for 
loading coils. I was attempting to use 0.05 wavelength for each end 
segment, and 0.1 wavelength for the center segment, and X(sub L) inductive 
reactance of 2400 ohms for each loading coil (an amount predicted by the 
Antenna Handbook graph for a center loaded shortened dipole of length 0.1 
wavelength with about a 36 ohms feedpoint, which would be matched to the 
other identical shortened dipole's 36 ohm feedpoint). 


Firstly, can anyone tell me if this idea has any merit, and secondly, how 
to model this with ELNEC 3.04 (forunner of EZNEC). 


Thanks for any help or discussion.

What: QRQp Net. 7039 KHz. (+/- QRM) 
This is a QRP practice net for morse code. 


When: After QRP Norcal Net which is scheduled for: 
Sunday, 6 PM (Monday, 90200Z UTC); FREQ:7045 KHz. 


Who: Anyone interested in improving Sending/Receiving 
skills with emphasis on speed with quality characters. 


NCS/Originator: WE6W, Ed Loranger, Santa Rosa, CA. 
mailto:we6w@qsl.net 


FORMAT: 1) CQ Callup of stations. 
* Send your callsign once. 


2) NCS will welcome new stations and explain 
the net procedure and that Stations may PASS to the 
next station at any time. NCS will then 
Broadcast the station list. (Sending Order). 


3) NCS will call each station to request their preferred 
starting/ragchew sending speed. 
*x Send: Your_call Speed WPM BK 
EXAMPLE: DE WE6W 28 WPM BK 
4) NCS will send 50 character Paragraph to be written 
down at 10 Words per line. NCS will end each line 
with a BT. The "BT" WILL be sent by all stations to 
assist with formatting if we get lost. 
x All Stations will be called to QSL that they 
have received the evening's practice paragraph. 


5) NCS will call and give RST to the first station. 


6) Called station will reply and send signal a RST back to 
the calling station, then continue with "BT BT" -OR- the 
message Start Prosign that I think is the "KA" Prosign. 


The current station sending the message shall provide 
at least 1 minute of code, even finish the paragraph 

if they wish. Then the station will pass to the 

next station on the master list previously broadcast by 
NCS. 


7) This next station will also execute step (6) and the 
process 


continues until the last station passes back to NCS. 


8) NCS will ask all to increase speed another 2 WPM and 
then send the message out again.

I've already responded in private to N2GO on his question about converting 
a VHF version to HF. (When constructing the HM-9, the builder had to 
determine if it was to be used on HF, 6M or 2M and then install selected 
components. This involved several different caps and resistors, as well as 
selecting one of two sensor coils that were supplied.) I also sent a copy 


of the reply along to some who I'd corresponded with earlier. The bottom 
line is that there's still a certain amount of confusion about the coils, 
and my test of one of the VHF coils, supplied by N8CFK, was 
inconclusive--couldn't determine what type of core material it was, since 
it didn't seem to line up with any of the standard types. 


In the meantime, N3XRV is going to send me one of the units he has for 
examination, and that should help a lot. He even gave authorization for me 
to tear it apart and put it back together again, so this should be fun and 
educational :-)
